Thus the TV signal encoder can correspond to plural sampling frequency bands.

PURPOSE: To reduce recording density without deteriorating the subjective 
resolution of stereoscopic vision by compressing two video signals by 
respectively different prescribed compression rates. 

CONSTITUTION: At the time of recording, two video signals are respectively 
stored in frame memories 12, 13 and successively compressed by a prescribed 
method while controlling their compression rates by a controller 15. In this 
case, one video signal is compressed within a range in which the deterioration 
of picture quality can not be recognized and the other video signal is compressed 
by a compression rate different from that of the former one while permitting 
a certain degree of deterioration in picture quality.
